LIQUOR LICENSE ACT. 

The argument of tho Hon. Mr. Davie 
before tho Supremo Court at Ottawa was 
a very ablo aud satisfactory oiio. It 
strengthened the statements of the couu- 
aol for other provinces who preceded him 
ill aiklrussinj; tlio court, and ostabliBliud 
tlio oiiuality of puaitioii \vhich is tlio riyht 
of ihia province. Llo siiowoil conclusive- 
ly that British Columbia canu! under the 
proviaiona of the B. N. A. Act, rohil.ivo 
to the luuttur in ijuu.stioii, iu the aauit 
manner as' if she had been a province 
named in that net, thou^^h, at confedera- 
tion, Britiah OoUnnbin had few municipal- 
ities in existence, to ref,'iilato the litiuor 
traffic. The strong reason which tho larije 
Indian population aU'ord.s, in favor of 
making the re<{ulalion of that trattlc a 
matter of local law, was pointed out in a 
manner which, the report states, evident- 
ly impressed the court. The act admit 
todly is not a D.Miiinion Revenue Act, it 
is an act for tlie regulaliiui uf shop, sak)on 
and tavern houses. Tho ijrovinces, no 
one disputed, could raise revenue by 
licenses, but how could thuy do this with - 
out prescribing conditions under which 
the power granted by the license should 
bo exercised, that is to say, without "reg- 
ulating" the tralfic ! As a fiict, the pro- 
vinces always had regulated the trallic, 
and this regulation — a matter of police — 
falls within tho scope of municipal gov- 
ernments in every iMigUah speaking 
country. The Dominion parliament liad 
sought to substitute an act of its own for 
provincial statutes in a matter beyond its 
competency, and as to which the 15. N. .\. 
Act says tliat tlie legislnture of each prov- 
ince may exclusively "make laws." If 
the Dominion has legislative power over 
everything tliat might be included in the 
wide moaning and scope of tho words 
"trade and commerce," there would be 
nothing left f(n- the provinces to legislate 
upon. As the chief justice said, the Do- 
minion might claim to regulate the sale of 
water by the barrel or pailful. What 
strikes us in heading these discussions in 
the supreme court is that a demand is not 
unlikely to be made soon by the provinces 
for a revision^of tho^B. N. Act, so as to 

who proposed it. There is no sanctity 
about the act; it is nothing more than 
what the Earl of Carnarvon, its nominal 
author, declared it to be in his speech at 
Montreal — an act of the nature of a treaty 
rather than of a municipal law. Our 
readers will do well to keep Mr. Davie's 
argument on the tile. It is a valuable 
contribution to the general question of 
our rolations*to the Dominion, as well aa 
to the special case of this province in the 
matter of the Liquor License Act. 

FEANCE AND EGYPT. 

If it is true that the prime minister of 
France has said that be is prepared to 
"make arrows out of every sort of wood to 
firo at England unless she gives sutisfaetioii 
to France iu Egypt," we doubt if lie is tak- 
ing a wise course to elVect his object. 
'When..tho existence of anarchy iu Egypt 
required foreign iutefereuce, England in- 
vited France to go in with her to do what 
was necessary, but France refused to co- 
operate. England has had to occupy the 
countiT, and has ineuried much expense 
aud trouble, and now, Friiucp asks to hi- 
placed iu tho same positi(jii of authority iii 
Egypt as she would have been in hail she 
joined England at the outset. The lute 
action of England in auspeniling for si.x 
■weeks tho sinking fund, establisheil liy iii- 
ternntional treaties iu favor of the creditors 
of Egypt (who belong to various countries) 
is certainly a strong measure, but it is 
probably justifltd by the exegincies of the 
Egyptian fiuaiicos. The government of 
Egypt must paj- its way as long as possible, 
and when bankruptcy iinpcnds tlie creditors 
must be prrparod to makr siicrilices. Tin- 
Huspensioii of :L]ipropri;Ltiniis to tlu' siulciiig 
fund is the only husiness course that Eng- 
land Cfuild taUi', and before taking it, she 
asked the several jiowers to jirevent tin.' 
necessity for extreme niiasures, liy eon- 
seuting to reduce tho interest on the debt, 
which they refused to do. Tho creditors of 
Egppt have to thuuk England so far, for 
maintaining order iu the country and pre 
serving tho securities on which they rely.aud 
■which would be greatly iliminished in value 
by a period of anarchy, .'^t the same time 
it is doubtless proper that Kugl.ind, as the 
occupier of Egypt, should (•xpl.iiu to the 
various powers coiicenu-d, that circiiiii- 
stauccs render necessary, partly as llu' re- 
fiult of their own refusal to reduce the in- 
terest on the debt, and we have no doubt 
this has been done and that suggestions 
■will bo made to provide fresh securities such 
as the financial doudition of the country 
may warrant. The truth is that France 
now sees the mistake she made in not Join- 
ing England when a niilit.ary occupation of 
Egypt was proposed, and thej)reniier has to 
use language to eovi'V v.'ounded vuiiity and 
make a show befure his own sujipfirters. It 
is not likely that he wishes to pic'l; a ipiar- 
rel with England. In the iiieantiiiie ling- 
laud has the governniont of France to idieek 
the lively intrigues of tln-ir consul gem.'ral 
in Egypt, whitdi Imve beeonu' annoying. 

IVUAT THEN i 

The railway on tho mainland will be 
finished by this time next year. What 
will bo the elfeet of the withdrawal from 
circulation of tho money now expended 
on the construction of the line \ It will 
put an end, no doubt, to some place.f that 
are now busy, and limit businesB in other 
places, but probably it will not all'ect tlu; 
general business of the country to the ox- 
tent that some siippo.se. The prusperity 
of lato years is as much tho I'oncoinitant 
of a sound, permanent growth as of tho 
railway expenditure. lA large portion of 
the business caused by that expenditure 
has been, and is, in the hands of China- 
men; not more than from 1,500 to '2,00(J 
white railway laborers have been present 
at any time to contribute to the business 
that falls to white merchants and traders. 
The loss of these wage-earners will be 
partly, ' indeed largely, made up by tho 
employment of white laborers on the 
Island railway and graving dock, as well 
as in expanding and fresh industries, and 
wo may expect, also, by tho influx, of 
travelers and settlers who Will come in- 
creaairigly to tho province when tho rail- 
way is finished. It is not too soon to 
make suggestions ae to tho driving of the 
ast apiko in some useful and becoming 
manner. Tho ceremony will take place 
within our torrittuy, probably somewhere 
about tho proposed site of Columbia City 
at the second crossing of the Columbia 
river. To 'rerich that point 'would not bo 
arduous traveling, either from the east or 
west, and wc ahcmld bo glad to know that 
the railway company and the Canmlian 
government had taken stops to ascertain 
if His Royal Highness tho Trinco of 
Wales would accept an invitation to 
elliciato on an occasion that will ba nieni- 
orablo in Uio history of the empire and of 
Canada, 



mSrOItY TOPSY-TURVY. 

A writer in the Montreal "Witness of 
the 2ttli September, makes tho following 
remarkable statement: "In tho old times 
wlieii British Cohiinbia was a Crown 
colony, and under tho managoiuent of 
Sir James Douglas, a uiurdor of settlers 
by Indiana was always followed by a dis- 
tribution of bread and treacle by tho 
governor to the Indiana. A short ex- 
perience of this course of punishment 
convinced tho innocent children of the 
forest that the killing of a white man was 
sure tu be followed by a foaat at the 
governor's oxpeuse. Is it atratigo that 
tlio murder of white men was not stayed!" 
Our knowledge of tho administration of 
justice in tho early times of tho c(dony 
enablos us tu say that the truth is directly 
tho reverse of what is atated.above. The 
inoxorablo rule of the Hudson Hay Com- 
pany, and of tho government of !Sir .laines 
Douglas, was, that no Indian luurdorer 
should oscapu hanging. The criminal 
might avoid arrest for a time, but his fate, 
though delayed, was certain. This was 
so well understvHid by the Indian.^, far and 
near, that the life of a white man was 
rarely taken. Tho arrest and u.xecutiou 
of Indian criminals, on tho scoiio of thoir 
crimes, by Mr. Douglas in person, both 
before and aftor his becoming governor of 
the colony, arc among the most thrilling 
incidents in the history of tho Northwest^.

.\iid now I wish to refer to another mat- 
ter which, it seems to ine is vuvy pertinent 
for your lordship's consiileralioii ; 1 do not 
say it is cuiolusive but I say it is a very 
cogent argumeut. Your lordships lind here 
that the proviucoa originally forming the 
union, together with the provinces subse- 
(liieiitly uuiteil, nro hero protesting against 
this legislation, and tliis circumstance 
should have the most cogent weight 
with your lordships as to the cou- 
struetion of sections ',11 and ',)'),, where a 
eontlict arises, and for this reason — the 
original provinces foriiiiiig the union were 
thi')se who framed the li. N. A. Act. Of 
course we refer to it as an Impe'rial Act; I 
believe it was Lord Carnarvon who intro- 
duced it iu the house of lords, but it was 
spoken of in the nature of a treaty. 

Strong J. — It is framed on tho resolution 
of what is known as the Quebec Conference 
of 18(i5, and is spoken of as "The (iueliee 
Confurence." 

trwynne J. — It is recited iu the ]>reamble 
as having been presented on the petition of 
the provinces. 

Mr. ].>avit — When y(ui find those prov- 
inces unitedly coming liefore your lordships 
and assuring you that that is their view of 
the proper construction of the Act, I say 
tbat that argument should be, I will not say 
couclnsive, because that doctrine carried 
out would be pernicious — but I say that 
those who cousented to such- po.vera as 
have been given to tho parliament of Can- 
ada are the best jnciges of their construc- 
tion. Even with tho variation that occurs 
in this case of the Dominion parliiinieut 
coming in, the arguniont must have its 
■(voight. 

Strong J. — It is an English inannfaeture, 
the .Act itself. I have often heard fr(Uu my 
brother Henry who wiis a delegate, that it 
was drawn by Mr. lliley, private draughts- 
man, based on tho resolutions of tho Que- 
bec Conference, and I believe not a single 
amcucbueut was made in the house of com- 
mons, and only a single verbal amondmeut 
was made in the house of lords. 

Henry J. — Aa the subject has been refer- 
red to, I maj- mention that I took part in 
tho original transaction. The original 
draught of the .Vet which was afterwards 
handed to Mr. Kiley, was niiule by the lute 
Judge Fishor aud myself. 1 have got some 
of the printed copies of tho original draft 
yet. 

Gwynuo J. — As soon as Mr.lliley draught- 
ed it it was prcKcntud. 

Strong J. — Tho very words of the Act are 
those of the Quebec Conference. 

Uitchie C. J. - -AH tho provinces were re- 
presented, each one having iiblo delegates 
in Ijondon, who supervised all the legisla- 
tion. Lord ('arniii voii only Kubmitliiil thul 
whii'h all the delegates agrei'tl to, and the 
legisliilioii was only an eiidi)rsement of 
what had been agri'eil ujicni lietweeii the 
provinocH. 

Henry J. --After tho Coufereuce tho four 
attorney K-geueral were appointed a commit- 
tee to dralt the Act. In oil'ect it was done 
by .Iitdge Fisher and myself, and wus hand- 
ed by the fo'ur attorneys-general to Mr. 
llili^y the draftsman. 

Jlr. l>avie. --Therefore I say it is but an 
Imjji rial ratillciitiini of the solemn compact 
of tlie provineea. 

Strong .1. — 111 other words, it is a consti- 
tution made by the people themselves — made 
by the provinces. 

.Mr. Davie --Y(?,s, my lunl. 

Strong -l'"or t hat reason it struck me 
that there was great force iu what Mr. 
Archibald said yesterday when ho argued 
that iu cuustruiug an organic law you are 
entitled to refer to the history of it and the 
circniiistaiiceB attending its construction. 

(iwyune.J,- — For that I'oasoii it could bo 
coustnieil inucli Ijelter in this country. 

Mr. Davie -1 nientimi the mutter for the 
])urpnse of arguing that such consensus of 
opinion us we have here should have its due 
Weight with tho court in the constnictiou of 

the Act. 

Ililcllio C. J. -I must confess I cannok 
see uuiidi force in that ob.servation, for this 
reason : That while tho provincial legisla- 
tures are bound to preserve iutaot all the 
right they have in this, I am bound to say 
tho Dominion have just as much right 
to preserve intact all that belongs 
to the Dominion ])arliament, aud 
thi'relore we liiive just this cuiiflicl. "\Vc 
liave in this what occurs in every law suit, 
two parties, the Doiainiou on one side 
elidniing, thi^ local higislatures on the other 
elaiiuing aiKjther. -Vml bc(-ause the local 
legislatures claim it ought to have no more 
weight with this court than the fact that the 
Doiniiiiou claiins it. I do not see why the 
opinion of the local legislatures should 
have any more weight than that of tho 
Dominion. 

Henry, J, — After Mr, RWoy got this 
draft of tho act before attornoya-gonoral 
had auvoral interviews with him, and they 
with Mr, liiley prepared the act. 

Mr. Davie — -In answer to his lordaliip 
the chief-justice, I have not put forward 
tho argument, or asked your lordships to 
adept it as conclusive. I say it is not so 
much what tho Dominion government 
considered it had, bocauso what powers 
the Dominion possesses ware granted to 
it practically by the provinces, and I say 
tho consensus of the provinces should 
have groat weight when it is not repug- 
nant to tho express languago of the act. 

Gwynne, J. — The same weight that there 
in when the jiartnors in a jjartuership are 
united, but you must look at the deed. 
Their agreement is o.\presaed in tho deed; 
you must go by the deed; you cannot ask 
them what they meant. 

Ritchie, C. J. — It may turn out that 
the Dominion govornment have boon 
given inoro power than was intoiulud, or 
that they, possess less tliaii thoy supposed 
they had. Tho act must bo construed 
without referonco to the opinion of either 
side. 

Stron)?, J> — In the construction of the 
United Statea constitution the practice of 



tho states was, after an act was passed, 
that it was always considered a legitimate 
matter for consideration. The same way 
here; finding that" before confederation 
certain local powers .were exercised, and 
finding tho provinces claim to still con- 
tinue to exercise those local powers, I 
think it is a fairground toarguothat they 
never intended by tho confederation act 
to surrender any of those powers. I do 
not say that it is conclusive, but it is a 
likoly argument. 

Gwynne, J. — That is very different 
from what Mr. Davie says — that because 
thoy are appearing hare as they now a;)- 
pear, and assorting wliat they do, they 
are entitled to soino consideration. 

Ritchie, C. J. — There is this oloiuont 
in the matter, that C'.uifedoration has been 
of considerable duration now, but thoru 
appears to have been almost a consonsus 
with reference to this question, because 
of the Duminiiui not interfering until 
now. You have tho Dominion govorn- 
inont assenting tu acts. 

Mr, Bothune —I know as a iiiallor of 
public history that the Dmninion govern- 
mont, year after year, protested against 
tlui [irovisions of many of those acta. 

Ritchie, C. J. — Why did thoy not dis- 
allow them / 

Mr. ISethiiiie — They iirotested against 
them. In ISti',) there was a long state 
p.'\per prepared by Sir John Macduiiald 
on the suhjoot. 

Mr. Blake — That just atrongthena tho 
argument on our side. Their attention 
was ualled to it and tho acts were not dis- 
allowed. 

Mr. Davie — I am much oiiliged to his 
lordship the chief justice for meutioiiing 
this, because it had escaped my atlentinn. 
There are several acts passed by the 
lirovinco of F>ritish Columbia nn this very 
subject, and apjiareiitly the atteiiliou of 
tho Diiininion government was calleil to 
them and they did not ilisallow them. I 
1 refer to two of them— iNo. liU of 1877, 
and also No, 150 of 1877, neither of 
which was disallowed by the Dominion 
govornment, aud the time for disallowanco 
has long since passed. The first ono is 
an act relating to the Imin'rial statute 
commoidy known a,s tho Tip|dmg .\ct. 
The act provides as follows: ' Notwith- 
standing anything contained in that act it 
Siiall bo lawful for any person lawfully imi- 
titled to sell s|iiritueus licpiors to sue for 
and recover liijuor sold iu bottles, etc. " 

Tho next one has a more important 
bearing, that is 30 — "An act to prohibit 
the sale or gift of intoxicating licp.iors to 
minors, and to [ireveiit the frequonliiig of 
saloons by such persons." Thellrst section 
IS as follows: "Any person iniiuing a 
wholesale or liquor license who shall sell, 
give, or cause to bo sold or given, any 
wines, sfiiiits, beer or other fermented or 
intoxicating liquor to au) person having 
reasonable cause to lielieve him to bo 
under the age of sixteen years, shall on 
aonvictioii thereof, upon iiifurm.itiou 
under oath, in a summary way before any 
two justices of tho peace or a stipondi.iry 
magistrate in the province, be liable to a 
fine not greater than the sum uf §oO, and 
in default of payment to iinprisoninent 
for any period not exceeding one month. 

(Jwyniie, J, — That wcnild be quite con- 
sistent with this act. Any poraon who 
has a liceuso from tho Dominion govern- 
ment shall nut sell to such a person. 

Mr, Davie — -The Dominion government, 
to bo consistent should have disallowed 
this. Now 1 say also that the weight of 
provincial judicial opinion is in favor of 
the provinces here, 1 shall not go over 
the difl'erent cases which are referred to 
in tho factum of tho province of Ontario. 
I believe most of thocaseaare sot out there. 
Tho case of Slavin vs. tho corpora- 
tion of Orillia is a very valuabl 



event, bucauae they raise it for police pur- 
poses. ■ iPtjjK, 

Gwynuo, .K-r-It showa that it ia not 
raised under any revenue power. 

Mr. Davie— Yes, my lord, and not for 
any Dominion purpose. It is not a 
revenue act, aud therefore what thoy have 
attempted hero — 

Henry. J. — Thoy raise tho money, 
what for ( For Dominion purposes. 

Mr. Davio — Therefore, what thoy have 
attempted here ia virtually the assumption 
of the rights of the provinces to raise 
money by ■svay of license fees. For in- 
stance, at pag ) 245 of Oooley'a Ooiistitu- 
tional LimitutiouB we find the following 
language : 

"Fees which aro imposed under tho 
inspection laws of the state aro akin to 
licenae fuea and if exacted not for revenue 
but to meet the expenses of regulation, 
are to be roforred to tho police power." 

1 wish brietly to touch upon tho point 
of coneui rent legislation. I do not pro- 
pose to detain your lordships with its dis- 
cussion for any length of time, because it 
has 1)001) pretty well exhausted. I wish 
to refer to one or two authorities 
on the subject, because when 
once you ascertain in which domain tho 
subject matter of legislation is, then tho 
power of legislation ia oxeluaively within 
the douiain to which it is attached, and 
there can be no concurrent legislation. 

Llenry, J. — Concurrent legislation in 
the United .States aroao from the reserve 
power and the mudification of that in tho 
constitution by tl;o gonoral powers of Con- 
gress, and it differs in that particular from 
the constitution of this country, inasmuch 
as there are no reserve powers in ours 
Tho ground was apjiarontly cleared in this 
country and everything was built up by 
thi^ tloufedoration Act. 

Mr. Davie— It is woU, if I may humbly 
say so, to dr.iw lUie's attention tu tho sub- 
ject (if cniicurreiit legislation, because it is 
put in 1 lodge and the (Jucon iu this man- 
ner, that for uno aspect and for one pur- 
pose the authority may remain with tho 
Dominion and in another aspect and for a 
ditl'erent purpose tho authority may be 
with the province, llowovor that may be, 
the scii|ie and aspect of the legislation un- 
der discussion aro tho same, with this dif- 
ference, the Dominion seeks to have it 
spread throughout the Dominion. 

Gwynne, J. — It strikes me that that 
obaorvation ia directed expressly towards 
construing the words trade and ceniinorco 
in sec. 111. It says although it is made 
ai)parently to coino under trade and com- 
merce, yet you have to Irjok at the other 
portions of tho act to see whether that ia 
the true construction of the words. 

Mr. Davie— 111 reference to thia concur- 
rent legislation, in the Citizens against 
Parsons, -1 Canada, S. C. reports, page 
204, his lordship, .ludgo Tuschereau : — 

"It nuist ho admitted that, under tho 
l>. N. \. Act, there can be no concurrent 
jurisiliction in the matter between tho 
federal and local legiahitivo authorities." 

.\iid at page 310 tho same learned judge 
aays: — 

"The Federal Parliament cannot ex- 
tend ita 6wn jurisdicti(Ui by a territorial 
oxtenaion of ita lawa, and legislate on sub 
jucts constitutionally provinoinal by en- 
acting them for the whole Dominion, as a 
j provincial legislation cannot e.\tend its 
juri.-dictiuii ovtu- matters ccmatitutioiially 
feder il by territorial limitation of its laws 
and legislate (lU matters left to tho federal 
power by enacting them for the province 
only— as for instance, incorporate a bank 
for tho province." 

There ia also another case, Loprolioii 
vs. the city of Ottawa, page \A1 . Justice 
Hurtoii, in contrasting tho admiuiatrHtivo 
and legislative [jijwers of tho Dominion 
])arliament with those of tho local legiala

I would ask your lordship'.'i attention 
also to sec. Hi, 10 and 55 of the Diiiiiiiii(jn 
Liconso .Act of 188;i Section IU ia as fol- 
lows:— 

"Tho applicant shall, with his applica- 
tion, deposit a foe of ten dollars to cover 
expenses of inspection aud of advertising." 

Hection 40 is as follows: — 

" Upon the obluiniug liy the applicant 
of the certilicato autlinri/.iiig tiie issuing 
of u license, the chief inspector shall, on 
demand of the applicant so authuri^.ed, 
and upon the payment of a foe of live dol- 
lars and upon his giving security by bond 
■13 hereinafter iiieiitioiied, wlieii it is an 
hotel, saloon or shop liciuisu lli:it has 
boon directed to issue, i.^siu:d tu liiin the 
liconso to which ho is entitled." 

That ia the fee of $i5, the license fee. 
Then again we have section 55, which is 
aa follows: — 

"For each transfer of a license; fur 
each ceitilieate permitting I lie coiiliiiuauci! 
of tho business; for each curtihciite of 
conlirmation of a license to the husband 
of a licensed woman; and for each en- 
dorsement of permission to remove to 
other premises— there shall be paid a feu 
of ton dollars." 

Now, this imposition of a 
license fou, which is afte* all part and 
parcel of the system of tho whole Act, ia 
most essentially beyond the competence 
of the Dominion parliament and is in 
direct violation of class 9 of section 92, 
That gives to tho provinco tho oxcluaivo 
right to tho fees to be derived from these 
licenses, and yet what does the Doniininn 
parliament do ill respect to this matter? 
It actually raises within a particular pro- 
vince a liceuso fund and then a[)(iroiiriatoa 
it for what are called Dominion |)ur[)oscs. 
This raises tho question suggested hy tho 
Chief Justice as to whether under tho 
power tho Dominion parliament has to 
raise money by any method of taxation, 
thoy could not also impose a liconso foe. 
It aooma to me that quostinn does not 
arise here, bocauso tho fee iu not for 
tho purpose of raising a rovonuo; it is a 
license fee for police purposes and they 
have nn right to raise a revenue or im- 
pose a foe for police purposes. If they 
iiad levied for the purpose of raising a 
revenue, under sec. 91 — to which, by tho 
way, they make no roferenco — it might be 
open to deljate whether or not they slioiild 
not have tho money that they imposed by 
way of taxation upon licensed victuallers, 
but they do not impose it for thia speciGc 
purpose; it is for polico purposes. 

Henry, ,1. — Y''our arguinoiit is that on 
the face of tho act it shows that it is not 
for revenue purposes 1 

Mr. Dovio — Yes, my lord, and tho dis- 
tinction is drasvn in Cooley's Constitu- 
tional Limitations, page 245 in ;i. note. 

Gwynne, J. — They do not raise it for 
any Dominion purpose; they say the 
balance shall go to the provinces. 

Honry, J. — Mr. Davie's irgument is 
that thoy could only raise it for Dominion 
purposes. 

Mr. Davie — They are wrong in any

.Strniie, .1. --The exorcise, for instance, 
of a legislative power by tho iirovinces

))ower of legislation, but ao soon Jis the 
Dominiuu exercises it incidentally, though 
not directly, it would clash with the power 
c(uiferre(l upon the Dominion, more par 
ticularly witli referonco to thia question of 
trade and i;oiiimerco, I do not see that 
we are embarrassed much with that at 
present . 

Mr. Davie — With reference to the im- 
poaitinii of these license fees in the diil'ur- 
I ent Boctions to which I allude, I say that 
inasmuch as they aro not for tho purpose 
I of raising money it is not a rovonuo act at 
' all, but they aro imposed by tho act in 
' pursuance of what wo term polico power. 

Tho ((uestion of the right of the Dominion 
I govornment, under section 01, to raise 
money by any system of taxation does not 
! arise. 1 ))ointed out an authority for that 
in Cooley's Con>titutionnl Limitations, at 
piigi^ 215 id the 5ih edition. It is as fol- 
lows, in tho note: — 

"Fees which are imposed under the in- 
I speotion laws of tho state aro nkin to 
I license fc^es and if exacted not for revenue 
but til meet the ex|ionsos of regulatimi, 
t are to be referred to tho polico powor. " 
Strung, .). — What shows, of course, 
that this is not for revenue purposes ia 
that tho surplus is to be paid over to the 
municipalities. 

Mr. Rlake— Tho Dominion ia wet-nurs-

The steamer Otter arrived from tlie 
north at 10 o'cleck yesterday morning 
with about 54 passengers, including Indi- 
ans and Chinese. The Otter brought 
2800 cases of salmon from the (luashela 
cannery for Findlay, Uurhaiu iV lirodie, 
which will bo transferred t.i the Leitch- 
liold to-day; and 120O cii.ses of dnc^lish 
oil from Skidegate, which was left at the 
outer wharf. Mr. J, Deans, who went 
up to t^ueen Charlotte Islands about three 
months ago with iMr.' Coonib.s, to locate 
the boundaries of tho t^liicen CJharlotte 
Island Coal Co. 'a anthracite coal lands, 
and who afterwards spent the reiiiainder 
of his time in prospecting the laiiil for 
further indications of coal, returned by 
the Otter. Mr. Deans gives iv very fav- 
orable report of his work, having made 
discoveries which will be beneficial tu the 
company. He diiicovereii a new lieid of 
iUitliracite c lal of lirst cla-'<s i|ii;ihty, and 
if a tunnel is run in he believes that a 
richer leail of coal will bo develped than 
has ever been before. Having completeil 
their explorations, Mr. Coombs and Mr. 
McUregor went to the west coast to ex- 
amine the black cod lislleries and wcie 
highly pleased wilii appearances, and will 
in all probability comineiicejtisliiiig iii the 
spring, ftir. Duafis still endorses what he 
said in reference to tlu' agricultural land 
last winter. .V great (piantity of land 
was taken up during tho summer, but 
there still remaiii.s laiL;e tracts .^f good 
farming lands awaiting th"se wlm are 
willing t,i brave the viL!or and liariliilii[is 
of pioneer life. Mr. Ueaiis showed us a 
sample of bituminiis coal fouiitl nu Gra- 
ham Island, which in event of a largo 
field being discovered would add much to 
the wealth ami advanceineiit of tliese is 
lands. . However, future surveys al'iiie 
will have to decide, as the extent nf Uie 
coal on these islands is not known. 

Mr. Deans requests us to say that if a 
regular monthly steamer was running to 
the islands and vicinity that it would add 
much io tho advancement of the country; 
l>i!t of .•,,iir.i.> tliic I.,, I, id !.:.p|!y I'e d-ne 
until steps are taken to develiq) the many 
resources of the islands in ire than at pres- 
ent, chief of which are ilie anthracite 
coal mines, fisheries and timber, 

Mr. Alex. Mackenzie, agent of tho 
Hudson Hay Co. at .M asset, was alsn a 
pa,ssoiiger by the Otter, and fiiriiislies lis 
with particulars concerning that part of 
tho island. Wlion tho Otter left Skide 
gate mo.st of tho Gold Harbor Indians 
wore drunk. They were ([uite orderly at 
the time, but it was expected that there 
would be a general melee that night. It 
is very much to be deplored that the In- 
dians who visit Victoria fr. mi the islands 
are furnished with qiiaiitiiies of whisky, 
as il is smuggled into the islands, ami h is 
a baneful otfuct upon llio pi- igross of the 
Indians At Kloo and Cumsliewa the In 
dians themselves still in uiiifacUire lii|U>>r 
to some extent. 

At Miiasot tho Indians are well belinveil 
and contented, no li(|iiiir fiiiiiiii.; its way 
there. The seal catch is below tlu! aver 
age this year, ownig to a largo number of 
the Indians obtaining work at tho con- 
neries and elsewhere. Though there is 
no disaffection am ing the lfyd;ihs as yet, 
it is feared tliat tho unliaiipy stale nf 
afi'airs at iMotlakahtla will have an intlii- 
ence on tho Hydahs, for they have always 
closely citicized ihe actions of tlm Mi:t 
lakahtlas, and have hitherto followed them 
in their progress, taking thorn as a model 
in all matters. Since tho outbreak of 
lawlessness among the iMetlakahtlas, 
which has not yet been ]imiislie(l, the 
Hydahs have shinvn a disposil ion lo fullow 
them also in this. 

Mr. Mackonzio has viaileil the interior 
to siiiiie extent, and though coast limbor 
IS not of lino quality, yet the spruce and 
red and yellow cedar nf the inland is 
m.ignificent timber and very valuahle. 

The catl.lo sent up soiiie time ago are 
ll'.riving well on the rich [lea vine feed. 
It is not a grazing country, Mr. Macken- 
zie says, but tlii^ro are scattered all 
through tho island spots whoro many a 
pleasant homustead could be made.

Short Sketch of His Explora- 
tions in <l.ueen Cliarlotte 
islands. 



l.aOO MILES IN A €ANOE. 

Capt. Chittenden was ft passenger by 
thu Otter, having returned from raak- 
iim an examination of the resources of 
the (,lueen Charlotte Islands generally, 
in which ho has been engaged since 
.-Vpril last. His progress reports 
have already been published up to 
May, but a uhort sketch of his labors 
since will prove interesting. These em- 
brace a thorough examination of the 
Masset Inlet aiitl Virago Sound country, 
ami all of the bays, inlets and harbors of 
the west eo.ist of Oraham Island, of 
which then! are fonrteoii, from threu and 
a half to ten miles in depth, several being 
lino harbors. He also ascended all tho 
streams llowing into the same, first as far 
as tho canoo could be pushed, and then 
advancing from threu to ton lailes beyond 
on foot. He is of tho opinion that the 
entiro area of agricultural land will not 
aggtegato more than 15,000 acroa, and 
mountain grazing land about 25,000 acres. 
Tho former lio principally along the north 
coast of Graham Island, between Masset 
Inlot and Rose Spit, and on tho east const 
of (Iraham laland, butwoon Rose Spit and 
Tellidl river. Tho balance are found in 
small tracts of from live to twenty acres 
at heads of inlets, and those latter are 
partially overllowed at high tide. There 
is some fine spruce timber on Masset and 
Skidi-gale liiiets, some trees measuring 
ihirly one feet and ovur in circuiuferouce. 
There was also some red cedar of tho 
same iiroporl ions, while yellow cudar was 
liiniied in extent. 'These large trees wore, 
of e.nirse, few and scattered. Nearly the 
whole area of the islands is covered with 
limber, but the quantity fit for lumber- 
ing |)ur|iosea is comparatively small. 

The lish supply is unlimited, there 
ln-iiig large quantities of halibut, skil 
(black coil) and herring found in the 
various waters surrounding the islands. 
I'htiro are halibut banks at short intervals 
aronnd the entire group, skil all along tho 
wesi eojsl from (iold Harbor northward, 
lieri iiiL; liy the million in tho inlets, small 
but e.xcelleiiL Salmon in nearly all the 
larger streams, s.ilnion trout and trout in 
nearly all the creeks and brooks. The 
The true ckI are al«o caught in various 
portions of the islands. 

Tlo-re have been no other veins of coal 
found, i xc-i pt a small vein of bituminous 
I ^-;l.•wl,.l. ii,. I iilot iilf liiniirh sevoral 

prarti(-al Naiiaiiiio miners have been pros- 
pi <-ting lliere diiriiig the past suiumer. 

Tie' wi ather during the -^pi-iiig was ex- 
ei-piionally stormy until about the middle 
of -I mil-, mid line wi-atber during -Inly and 
,\iigiisl. Tie- rainfall for the year will prob- 
ably lie from lo to 71) inches, the largest 
amount falling on the west coast of tho is- 
land, which is almost a continuous raiigo of 
mountains from 8110 to 4,000 feet in height. 
The ti-mperatnre is very equable, ranging 
only from ID to 15 degrees from five in tho 
iiioi-iiiii;; till mid-day. tlic highest tonipera- 
tun altaliK d 1h iiig aliont 70 degrees. 

(in al quaiitilies of game were met with, 
the goese being almost tame, while largo 
lilui- oioiisi: were in almndaiice. 'Hears are 
vrrv iiuiie roiis. Tber.- are no deor except 
tlio!-o that have beiui placed there by Mr. 
Mui-ki-nzie and others, while the rabbits 
which w ere put on the north end of Graham 
and a small islaud in bkidegate Inlet a year 
or two aoi) aro lucreftHing very rapidly, and 
mo lieiiig killeil for food. No snakes and 
eoniparativuly fow frogs were seen on tho 
islands. There are no beasts of prey on tho 
islaiiils such as wolves, wildcats, etc., which 
are found in otie-r parts of llie province. 

A snbnu rgi-d for- sl, about ol) or 75 acres 
o( which wi-n.- rxposc-d al low tiii.-, was dis- 
eovrri-d about l.'i mili s stnith of Cape Knox 
on the iiortliwest i-oast of (lialiatn island. 
I'ortions of tliis were eoiivi ili d into lignite 
coal and others jietritied, some trees stand- 
ing erci-l and otlo rs thrown ilowu. 

Capl. Chittenden's work has involved 
many hardshqis and dangers which fow 
can aiiproriato who are not ac<|uaiiitod 
iMtli the couiilry and waters traversed. 
The went coast was exceedingly stormy, 
nearly wrecking their canoo among 
lireakers and iiiion rocks on several oc- 
casions. Twice his men wanted to turn 
back, and once an Indian stripped to 
jump overiio.ird , saying lliat they would 
all be dr.iwned Caiitain Chittenden 
aliHM-eil Ilia canoe 500 miles most of tho 
tiino in storiiiy weather with his left 
hand, his right having been thou and 
now disabled from the uflect of hard 
rowing on his first trip, it having been 
slightly poi.soned while in a raw condition 
from rowing. About 1200 miles wore 
covered altogether in the canoe in ex- 
ploring the coasts.

On 
Saturday they attempted to assume the 
offensive, but our artillery strewed tho 
ground with Chinese bodies. After losing 
all their positions the Chinese lied towartl 
Lang Soon, halting near Phutruong and 
Kliauk. Tho French loss is twenty killed. 
Olio ollicer; ninety men and two ollicers 
wounded. Our troojs were animated 
with tho greatest order. 'J'ho Chinese 
engaged were part of tho best troops in 
the Empire, perfectly armed, and 
manoeuvred in European stylo. Tho 
Chinese losses aro three thousand killed, 
including their chief commander. The 
Chinese invasion of Tonquin has been 
at'fcSted in tlio difeutiuii of Lang Soon.

week. Mr. Steplien says his business 
is in connection with establishing a line 
of steamers between British Columbia 
and Japan China. At any rate, a grand 
conference of C. P. 11. magnates, with 
Sir Charles Tupper and Sir John Mac- 
donald, will be held in London at an 
early day, and the Canadian public 
may e.xpect to hoar aomothing start- 
ling as a result thereof.

Mr. W. P. Lett received last week

Quebec, Oct. 6. — Mr. Lapointe, ad- 
vocate of this^ city, jwas seriously as- 
saulted a night or two ago by rowdies, 
who beat him so severly about the face 
as to leave it a mass of raw llosh. Jt 
appears that Jlr. Lapuiiito bad an ac- 
tion pending in the K(>cor(lor's Court 
against two females of St. Koclics, who 
he alleges had previously insulted him 
while ho was walking with a lady in 
St. Andrews street. He suspects that 
there may be some connection between 
this action and the late a.ssault. 

ToHON'i'o, Oct. 7. — At the Royal 
Commission this morning, Mr. Dal ton 
McCarthy "commenced his argument 
in support of Mr. Muredith's charges 
against the Local Ministry.

The 
crime alleged is the murder of Jos(!ph 
Plynn, 19 yc'ars old, son of iJennis 
Plynn, foreman of Clrand Trunk work- 
shops at Windsor. Joseph was imgaged 
on board the Bedford. His body was 
found Qoating in tho river on Wedne.i- 
day, and bore several marks of violence. 
In the Bedford's cabin wore found two 
coats belonging to h'lynu, and a mon- 
key wrench on whieh nre stains sup- 
posed to be Ijlood. Wlint evidence there 
is has not transpired, but; tho ollicers 
are confident of their case. Garrison, on 
being tolid the nature of the charge, 
fia,nk into deep despondency. 



Ottawa, Oct. 6. — The Government 
has been for some time back carefully 
studying the best policy to adopt with 
respect to railways in Manitoba and 
the North-West. Sir David Macpher- 
son submitted to his colleagues his plan 
and it has been adopted. Brielly stat 
ed, tho projjoscd plan is to give free 
grants of land to the ilanitoba and 
South-western railway and to the 
Manitoba and North-western the first 
of which has 6fty miles in ojjoration 
and the second eighty miles. Eiich of 
these railway."! had the land originally 
allotted to it at tho i)rico of one dollar 
an acre. Thoy will now get the allotted 
free, paying the Govosniuent ten cents 
and acre to cover expense of surveying, 
etc. This is done in hope that the 
South-western will have one hundred 
miles built in addition to the present 
fifty. 

At a meeting of tho City Council 
this evening, after a long discussion, 
the tender of the Boyal Electric Com- 
pany, of Montreal, was adopted for 
for lighting the city. The will bo 1G5 
lights for 280 days in the year, the 
light not being used on moonlight 
nights, for .-?13,000. It will be work- 
ed by water-power taken from the 
Clmudiere falls. All gas and naptha 
lamjjs will be displaced. 

SiiKiinuooKK, t^ue., Oct. G. — In tho 
case of Melissa Lathrop, late boarding- 
house Irocper, of Campelltoii accuscil of 
poisoning a boarder named .lohn ixotli- 
well, in January last, and also her hns- 
band, Wellington Ward, throe weeks 
later, it will be remembered the grand 
jury brought out a bill against her for 
wilful miiriler in both cases. The trial 
of the first case has be;cn post]]oned till 
ne.\t March in conse(iuence of the im- 
pending continem(mt and absence of the 
accused's sister, a material witness, but 
the trial of tho second case on tho 
charge of poisoning the husband, is 
now proceeding, and may last some 
days; and 40 witnesses have to bo ox 
amined. The boarder, an iMiglishiuan, 
died at the time mentioned, as was 
supposed, from tho efl'ect of taking 
paris green, and the accused's husband 
Ijeing sent for in consequence, from 
New J crsey, was taken ill and died a 
few days after his arrival, also show- 
ing sN'mptoms of arsenical poison- 
ing.

A Biii';;lur who would Uic 
Katlicr than Endure Them. 

(I.oiiiloi) SUiitdurd) 

The trial of the two Iloxton bur- 
glars, Wright and Wheately, cliargetl 
with shooting at three constables who 
were endavouring to arrest tluiiii, end 
ed yesterday in a just verdict and I'.x- 
emi)lary suntences. Wright, who act- 
ually wounded Constable .Snell, ami 
whose demeanour throughout tho trial 
shows him to be a ruffian of the most 
hardened type, is condemned to penal- 
.servitude for life, whilst his younqrer 
and le.ss guilty companion is sontonced 
for a term of twenty years. Tho jfor- 
mer probably knew his fate beforehand, 
anil wasa\vare that he could not make 
it worse by any conduct of his own, 
however extragant. To this vve may 
attribute his violent outburst nt the 
Police court, and his sensational defi- 
ance of tho Court yesterday. "I don't 
mean to undtjrgo the sentence that will 
bo passed upon mo, because I know 
what 1 shall have to ui)dei-go. A sent 
ance of penal servitude sends a man to 
what is worse than the life of a dog. 
I don't care what sentence is passed 
upon me, because I don't mean to do i(. 
Threats of suicide such as this are not 
uncommonly uttered, but very seldom 
by those who mean to fulfil them. Of 
course, if a man is really determined 
not to live he always has the means of 
dying at his disposal; and we will go 
so far as to admit that if anything 
could justify the act, it would be the 
pros])ect now placed before this man. 
To say that it is worse than the life of 
a dog is to say little. P.'nal servitude 
is not, and is not intended to bo a len 
lent punishment. Short of the diaboli- 
cal ingenuities of the torture chamber, 
it probably involves as much suffering 
as man can inllect upon ttuin, njid 
means as dreary and ho|)(!less an exist- 
ence — at least for those whoaresonton 
ced to long t(!rins — as that imposed by 
any kind of slavery that the world has 
seen. Wright's testimony of its dreadful 
realities may be well taken to heart by 
those who are as yet free, but are 
rapidly qualifying for a place beside 
him. At tho same lime, though to men 
like Wright the punish niiiiit he has to 
undergo undoubtely po.'-:se.sses all the 
horrors ho attril)Utes to it, and al- 
though to any oni; it cannot and ought 
not to be otlnn-wise than a terrible 
piuialty, yet it is capable of ameliora- 
tio:i in the case of those who show doci- 
lity and a willingness to im])rove. 
hjVtwy raw hope is not exclndeil even 
from the prison, nor are all prisonei's 
|)laced upon a dead level of ])enal toil. 
Tht! system may not be — probably is 
not without its abuses, but while ruffi- 
ans like Wright exist in their present 
numbers we are not likely to see any 
diminution of its severities. Burglary 
with violence, and even with nuuder, 
is a crime with which we cannot afford 
to trillo;antl at tho coiiunencotnont of 
the burglary season the conviction of 
two such miscreants as Wright and Ins 
companion is as well timed as it is in 
other respects satisfactory. ^
